David Perkins’ first-time 
volley from 20 metres in the 
78th minute would have been 
one of the finest goals in the 
Ampol Cup series — had it 
been allowed.

Challenged about the deci- 
sion by Ajax officials, Beaz- 
leigh claimed later that an of- 
fside player had been inter- 
fering with the goalkeeper. 

This was the only way out 
for Beazleigh, as the new 
clarification of the offside rule 
{see story this issue) stipu- 
lates that no offside should be 
signalled unless the offenders 
are interfering with play. 

| saw no-one interfering 
with play, but Beazleigh had 
no other excuse available to 
justify his decision. 

Right or wrong, the mes- 
sage for referees is crystal 
clear — remain conscious of 
the qualification: “interfering 
with play.”

Altona City started its 
Ampol Cup campaign on a 
sour note, but for full back 
Peter Lewis, the game was 
nothing short of a disaster.

“Everyone expects us to 
finish bottom,*" he said. ““We 
aren't under pressure to win

_the two Is considerable) will 
have a significant bearing on 
the coaching standard in Vic- 
toria.

Lynn is quick to point out that a 
senior badge doesn't mean he is a 
top coach. But the knowledge 
gained helps put a coach on the 
right track. 

"| know what | want,” he 
added, “and can get the message 
across. | realise it isn't common 
for someone to take on a State 
League team in thelr first coach-

ing position, but to me it’s the 
perfect challenge. 

“| want to coach at the highest 
level | can, and gain as much ex- 
perience as possible.” 

While the ‘new school’ in- 
creases in size every year, the ‘old 
school’ remains rigid. 

“A lot of current coaches and 
players in the State and Philips 
Leagues don't get involved with 
coaching courses because they 
are afraid of failing. 

“They don’t want to rsk 
being unsuccessful and fet 
thelr egos take a battering. 
They meintain having a ce- 
rtificate doesn’t prove a thing, 
and they sre right. But it does 
open up your eyes.”’ 

State Director of Coaching Len 
MicKendry has lifted the stan- 
dard of the coaching courses, 
which has resulted in less people 
Passing. 

However, Lynn disagrees this 


’ will further discourage players 


and coaches becoming involved 
with the courses. 

“The English F A coaching 
scheme used to virtually hand out 
its qualifications,” said Lynn. “If a 
player or coach of a First Division 
club attended a coursa he would 
be certain to pass because of his 
Status. 

“But the West Germans, who 
modelied their coaching system 
on the English ‘one, kept their 
standards high, and continue to 
do so. 

“Over the last five years, the 
English system has increased in 
standard, but look at the state of 
English coaching at tha moment. 

“The Germans kept their 
standards high, and their 
soccer is better for it.’ 

Lynn added there is little point 
in lowering the standard of the 
Australian coaching scheme just

to get more big-name players and 
coaches involved. 

“1 think soccer will benefit in 
the long run if a high standard is 
maintained in the coaching set 
up, he said. 

But back to Albion, Lynn ts 
hopeful of being able to be play- 
er/coach by the middie of the sea- 
son. 
“Obviously,” he said, “the club 
is short of money. My old club 
Dandenong wants $1200 for my 
transfer, which is beyond Albion 
at this stage of the year. 

“Hopefully, by June the club 
will be able to start negotiating for 
my transfer. We aren't over- 
loaded with good players, so | 
think | would be a boost to the 
squad.” 

Lynn said the next few years 
would be used by Albion to con- 
solidate 

“The new committee is a hard 
working group,” he said: “We ce- 
rtainly will not be running into the 
same troubles as last year. 

“The club isn’t bankrupt, or 
facing huge debts. We aren't very 
financial at present, however.” 

The progress of Lynn and 
Albion Rovers will be a point of 
great interest in the State League.

The 
domestic game is ce- 
rtainly in turmoil and 
the early departure of 
the four clubs engaged

The silver lining was unex- 
pectedly provided by the 
national team, who surprised 
even their most ardent follow- 
ers with two remarkable victor- 
ies in the European 
Championship: An 8-1 triumph 
over Finland was the Greeks 
first win for 17 months and the 
highest ever in an international. 
This was followed by a cracking 
4-1 victory against Hungary to 
put Greece at the top of the 
qualifying group VI. 

And so the national! side, for 
so long the butt of jokes and 


in vogue. Manager Alketas 
Panagulias is now the most 
sought after personality and he 
appears in an endless stream of 
interviews. Since he took over, 
in the summer of 1977, Pan- 
agulias, who was already once 
the national chief (1974-76), 
has gradually rejuvenated the 
squad, disposing of long estab- 
lished, but obviously aged stars 
like Papaioannou, Domazos, 
Tersanidis and Koudas. Oc- 
casionally he would bring back 
the old hands, but merely to 
add experience. 

On the other hand, he has 
persevered with schemer 
Delikaris (Panathinaikos) 
who is suspended for League 
championship . matches till 
March, but is still regarded as 
the “brains” of the national 
side. Most impressive too were 
the strikers Thomas Mavros 
who scored four goals v Finland 
and Mike Galakos (once with 
Fortuna Dusseldorf) who hit 
two against Hungary. 


Olympiakos were the biggest 
spenders, having engaged 
seven new players: Perone (ex 
Nacional Montevideo). An- 


toniadis, Kaltzas (Panseiral- 
kis), (AEK), Papadopoulos 
(Ethnikos), Rohback (Ethni- 
kdés), who altogether cost 
$300,000. Panathinaikos 
signed, apart from Delikaris, 
the Argentinian Gomes Ben- 
itez, the German Wagner 
Yfantidis (ex-Veroia) who 
alone cost $300,000. 

The oft repeated accusations 
that too many foreign players 
occupy key positions in club 
sides and thus prevent the 
grooming of home bred talent, 
seem rather exaggerated. In the 
Greek League each club is 
allowed to field only two for- 
eign “‘mercenaries’. At the 
moment only five clubs have no 
imported men on their books. 
All told, there are 25 players 
from abroad active in the First 
Division: nine Argentinians, six 
Yugoslavs, three Germans, two 
each from Britain, Peru and 
Buigaria and one Brazilian. 


Under new management are 
also PAOK Salonika, who en- 
gaged the German-Pole Egon 
Piechaczek. He was formerly 
assistant coach at Bayern 
Munich and Kaiserstautem.

The annual mesting of the international ref- 
erees’ board in Buenos Aires changed the 
text (and only the text) of Law XI relating to 


offside. 

The new text tries to 
impress on the Law its true 
spirit, which is none other 
than: to punish a player for 
being off-side when he is in a 
forward position, if this is in- 
fluencing the game. 


There is not, and never has 
been, a punishable forward 
position if the player in this 
position is not influencing the 
game. 


This has always been the 
spirit of the Law but the old 
text did not underline this as 
clearly as the new one does 
now. 





For this reason, many ref- 
erees and linesmen the world 
over were penalising simply 
the forward position of a piay- 
er, without taking into ac- 
count at all whether the 
player was influencing play or 
not. 

This incorrect application 
of the Law caused many 
teams throughout the worid 
to use the defensive tactic of 
“Playing Off-side”, confident 
that those attacking players 
remaining in a forward posi- 
tion would immediately be 
penalised, whether  in- 


fluencing the game or not. 


‘Helpful aid for 
junior coaches PF 


as 


A valuable coaching aid, particularly helpful 
to junior coaches, has been developed by 
Systematic Football of Camberwell, Vic. 


It is a seven-page record 
which, when filled in by the 
coach, serves as a self-con- 
tained dossier ona particular 
player. 

The records are available in 
bulk, so the coach can get 
one for each player in his 
squad. 

Each record, or “informa- 
tion file” as they are called, 
has sections on each skill (ki- 
cking, passing, heading, re- 
ceiving, dribbling, tackling 
etc.) as well as fitness, mental 
attitude, positional play etc. 

Every aspect of each skill is 
listed and there is provision 
for the coach to classify the 
player's ability in each of 
these aspects. 

As an example, the follow- 
ing appears under the head- 
ing of “Running with the 
ball”: 

a) Dribbling with the inside 
of the foot...... full con- 
trol/average/poor.

In this respect, the new 
text is much simpler, much 
clearer and emphasises fund- 
amentally that to penalise a 
player for off-side, the referee 
must first consider very spe- 
cifically two things: the posi- 
tion together with the in- 
fluence. 


At the same time, the new 
text of Law XI has not 
changed in any way the appli- 
cation of the Law as far as the 
exceptions to it are con- 
cerned. 


But in fact if a player in a 
forward position receives the 
ball which has last been 
touched or played by an op- 
ponent, the referee should re- 
frain from penalising him.

Wembley Stadium, the world famous showpiece of English football, has been both kind 
and cruel to South Melbourne star Frank Munro. 
The former Wolverhampton Wanderers defender has experienced victory, and saluted 100,000 
chanting fans at the majestic ground, but knows the feeling of humiliation and defeat. 


Munro’s Wembley high spot came on March 2, 1974, 
when he was part of the Wolves team which conquered 
Manchester City 2-1 in the Football League Cup final. 

As Munro basked in the glory of that moment, his head filled 
by the deafening roar, he would not have imagined his next 
Wembley visit would be so contrasting. 

About 14 months later, Munro returned.in the colors of Scot- 
land, for a battle with the ‘auld’ enemy - England. 

The rivalry between the two nations on the soccer field is 
intense, gaining its origins from Anglo-Saxon days. 

But Munro, the rest of the Scottish players on the field, and 


May 24, 1975 will be remembered as a black day for Scot- 
tish soccer. England triumphed 5-1, a massive victory in inter- 
national competition. 

It was a penalty goal from Scotland's Bruce Rioch which 
saved Scotland from a total whitewash. 

The scorers for England were Gerry Francis {2), Kevin 
Beattic, Colin Bell and David Johnston. 

Instead of a tumultuous reception from supporters, Munro 
and the Scottish team were greeted with silence from the sho-

After two defeats inside a week, Munro was probably hoping 
that a change of scenery would bring a change in luck. 

But on June 9, 1971, Scotland crashed 0-1 to Denmark in 
Copenhagen. 

Munro, however, had the satisfaction of playing his first full 
game for his country, although in the uncustomary position’: 
right back. 

Defeats came in a double dose again for Munro. Five days 
after the Denmark game, the Scots went down O-1 to Russia in #% 
Moscow. . 

Four defeats in four appearances saw Munro disappear from 
the Scottish team for nearly four years. s 

He earned a recall in April, 1975. Playing in a Scottish team & 
which included Graeme Souness, the former West Adelaide 
guest player and brother of Australian under 23 player of the 
year fan Souness, Munro avoided a fifth consecutive defeat.

Frankston has plans for junior coaching 
clinics and several schemes to attract more 
locals into the club. 

“There are a lot of British migrants In the Frank- 
ston area,” said« Lines. “Most would. remember 
Peters as one of the biggest names in English soc- 
cer. 

“Hf we can get a big crowd to watch our home 
games featuring Peters, the club has a great 
chance of keeping those people interested, end so 
increase membership.” 

Lines summed up the general feeling at Frank- 
ston when he said: “If we can’t draw a decent 
crowd with Martin Peters playing, we never will” 

Obviously, the club is hoping Peters’ visit will be 
the ‘big break’ which will breathe life into the 
Frankston Peninsulé as a soccer centre. 

Frankston City deserves to succeed with its en- 
terprising move. 

Peters, a midfielder/forward, has been at the top 
of British soccer for the past 14 years and is well- 
known by Australian fans. 

He began his career in professional soccer at 
West Ham, and it wasn't long before he was a fa- 
vorite with the club’s fans. 

West Ham achieved one of its rare honors in 
British football in 1964 when it defeated Preston 
3-2 in the F. A. Cup Final. 

The F. A Cup victory led to West Hams’ entry 
Into European soccer. 

West Ham conquered Europe’s best to win the 
1964-65 European Cup Winners’ Cup. 

Peters was rapidly developing into a world class 
player. and in 1966 gained his first full England cap 
against Yugoslavia. 

West Ham was runner-up in the 1966 Football 
League Cup but Peters was far more concerned 
with his international career. 

Despite having played only three full inter- 
nationals for England (v Yugoslavia, Finland and 
Poland), Peters was included in AH Ramsey‘s 
World Cup squad. 


Peters didn’t play in England's opening World 
Cup game, a 0-0 draw with Uraguay at Wembley 
Stadium, but was included in the remaining games. 

Peters also played in the 1970 World Cup finals. 

Peters stayed with West Ham another four 
seasons before transferring to rival London club 
Spurs. 


The date of the transfer — March 21, 1970 — 
will go down in history. Peters became the first 


to play here

British player to transfer for 200,000 pounds ster- 
ling. 

Peters’ first honor with Spurs came in 1972 
when the club took off the U.E.F.A. Cup, defeating 
Wolves, also of England, 3-2 in the twolegged final. 

Spurs reached the final of the U.E.F.A. Cup in 
1973, but was defeated 2-4 by Feynoord of Hol- 
land. 

On the domestic scene, Spurs was always a top 
club, and won two Football League Cups between 
1970 and 1973. - 

In the 1970-71 final, Martin Chivers, who 
would have joined Frankston City if Peters couldn't 
have made the trip, scored Spurs, goal in a 1-0 
victory over Aston Villa.

For the past 12 
months, I’ve been building 
up my own business and 
as far as soccer is con- 
cerned, | was restricted to 
being a spectator. 


Now, my business is on a sound 
footing and ! can get back into the 
game — first through this column in 
“Soccer Action’ and, hopefully, on 

‘the coaching side later in the year. 

Since finishing with St. George, ! 
have had negotiations with various 
clubs in regards to coaching — South 
Melboume in 1977 and Avala and 
Ku-Ring-Gai this year. 


Contrary to what was written in 
one soccer publication, | did not in- 
Stigate these negotiations, nor did |!

: As | implied in my first arti- 
cle, if you have a favourite set 
of numbers, you should stick 
to them. 

With all this accenton fuck. 
you might well be thinking, 
why bother about form when 
playing the pools? 

The answer to that is sim= 
ple. Not everybody is lucky 
and if you don't feel partic- 
ularly confident with your 
pools entries, then good fore- 
casting is the best alternative.

A 
little bit of study plus a rea- 
sonable share of luck is not 
an unknown combination 
among people who find 
themselves in the winners en- 
closure.

PLAIN. 


There are no hard and fast 
rules for assessing the out- 
come of soccer matches — 
but there are some logical 
Steps you can take. 

Say for example you want 
to invest in System 12 at a 
cost of $1.50 Either you 
have to select 12 games from 
the list of 55, or discard 43 
matches which will leave you 
with your 12 selections. By 
discarding the 43 matches 
you will be taking a positive 
approach to the form — and 
your final choice will fit into 
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that well known expression in 
being a process of elimina- 
tion. 

The league ladders will be 
your best quide in casting 
aside the unwanted matches. 
If you examine the ladders 
you will see that apart from 
knowing a team’s posibion, 
you will be able to assess its 
Strength when playing at 
home or away. Current form 
should also be taken into ac- 
count before you make any 
final decision. Ideally your 
choice of 12 matches could 
now consist of eight of the 
closest looking contests, and 
two of each of the most likely 
looking home and away win- 
ners. 

This could add up to that 
combination that | mentioned 
earlier, when it might pay off 
to use the form book while 
hoping for a little bit of fuck. 

Other factors can be used 
when studying the form and | 
will go into these in my next 
article. The methods | have 
outlined this week should 
help you to come to grips 
with some basic form analy- 
sis. 

Due to the snow and ice 
which has been widespread 
in the U.K. many matches 
have been postponed of fate. 
Obviously there may be no 
current form for some of the 
games. Where this applies 
you should once again look at 
the league ladders for your 
guidance.
